Lansing—Detroit telephone rates 
are reduced an average of 12 per cent, 
effective August 1, by an order of the 
Michigan Public Utilities commission. 

Tt {a estimated by the commission’s 
statistics that this reduction, togeth- 
er with, that made last January, will 
cut the Detroit Telephone Co's an- 
nual revenue $1,450,000,

of Detroit will be reduced $124,331.

washington — President Harding’s 
plan for arbitration of -the nationwide 
mine strike was rejected unanimously 
by the United Mine Workers here. 

The policy committee of the or- 
ganization, after a long and stormy 
session, decided it would be impos- 
sible for the miners to accept Presi- 
Gaat Harding’s proposal unless it was 
modified greatly. :

HAVE WE OVER. PRODUC. 


TLON? 


The following clipping from a recent 
copy of Hoards Diaryman, aims direct- 
ly ata pointin dairying which is de- 
serving careful consideration in Char- 
levoix County to-day. 

HAVE WEGVER PRODUCTION? 

One of-our subscribers in Connecticut 
writes as follows: “The present con- 
tions in marketing milk at. wholesale 
not seem to me to justify your continual 
praises of. the advantage of keeping 
cows as a source of income from the 
farm, if keeping cows only means a 
covtinual round of toil 365 days a year. 
Tam informed that about Cleveland, 
Ohio, the price of milk to producers is 
3 cents per quart. In this section we 
price that at least is sufficient to pay 
cost of production.” 

As near as can be calculated, about 
one-third of the cows kept for dairy 
purposes yield 4 profit, one third pay 
the cost of feed consumed, and the 
other third are kept at a “Joss. If the 
milk producers in sections where there 
{is an over produgtion of milk, were 
students of their business, they would 
not be Keeping so many unprofitable 
cows and in many instances they would 
not be devoting their entire efforts to 

milk production. We have tried in 
various ways to interest our readers to 


‘the neccesity of knowing the cost of 


production, for we appreciate that when 
a farmer takes sufficient interest in his 


business to Know what it costs ‘him to 
produce 100 pounds of milk, the poor 
cow will find her way to the slaughter 
house aad there will not be an over 
production of milk. In many cases in 
communities there is really no over 
production of milk at the present time, 
butrather an under production, because 
people do not know the food value of 
milk and that it is the cheapest animal 
food offered to-the consumer. 

Dairymen have two objects to accom- 
plisks They need to get rid of the poor 
cow and teach the consumer the value 
of milk, so that he will pay a reason- 
able price for it and its products. 

It might be said that we need a better 
distribution of cows, for there are sec- 
tions of country that do not have a suf- 
ficient number of cows. During the 
the years of high prices of grain, cows 
in many sectiois were disposed of. We 
find the farmers of these communities 
coming to dairy sections for the pur- 
pose of replenishing their herds, 

Alfalfa hay in certain western States 
is selling, in the stack as law as $3.00 
per ton, while in the dairy sections it 
has brought from $20.00 to $25.00 per 
ton. Cheapcorn in the middle west 
has prompted more dairy activity, for 
not withstanding the present price of 
milk and butter, the cow furnished a 
better market for the feed grown on the 
farm than could be found elsewhere. 
The farmer who marketed his products 
through the cow received a larger re- 
turn from his farm than the man that 
had no cow to market his products. 
The good dairy cow has always been a 
splendid market for farm products and 
we do not believe there is any danger 
of getting to many good dairy cows on 
our farms. The losses and so-called 
surplus are produced by the unprofit- 
able dairy cow and to avoid this, she 
should be eliminated’’.—From . Hoards 
Dairyman, 

Our observations on this matter are 
that “Over Production” is seldom what 
the expression implies. Over Produc- 
tion is usually the production of an 
over suppty of poor stuff. Sometimes 
what appears to be over -production is 
really under production. 

_ Our cherry growers last year had no 
wholesale market for their cherries 
and many spoiled because of no outlet: 
This years crop is much larger and: yet 
they are all finding a ready market 
which has every prospect of continuing, 
and by increasing our acreage and pro- 
ductoin we may have & cannery located 
in our own city. 

. Over production, the is either caused 
by producing crops which are poor in 
quality and which no one wants, or not 
producing them in .quantities large 
enough to attract buyers or give suf- 
ficient volume to co-operative organi- 
zations to keep them alive.

STATIONARY ENGINEERS, OILERS 
AND FIREMEN CALLED OUT 
THIS WEEK, 


RIOT BREAKS OUT AT SAGINAW 


Non-Unlon Workers Seized by Strik. 
ers and Ordered to Leave Town— 
State Troops To Keep Order, 


Chicago—A strike call to the 8,000 
stationary engineers, firemen and oil- 
ers employed on railroads throughout 
the United States was issued last 
Friday by Timothy Healy, interna- 
tional president of the organization. 

The strike was to hocome effect- 
Ive Monday, July 17. The call was 
made in compliance with the recent 
referendum which favored a walkout, 
Mr. Healy said. 

Fresh outbreaks of violence, nota- 
bly in "pexas, Oklahoma and Missouri; 
President Harding’s determined steps 
to keep the mails moving, and inform- 
al negotiations for a settlement of the 
shopmen’s strike on 17 roads in the 
Northwest were among other import- 
ant development of the last woek. 

Pressure by many of his general 
chairmen upon E. F, Grable, president 
of the Maintenance of Way Employes 
pushed the common labor problem to 
the front again. Mr. Grable’s action 
{n withholding strike orders after the 
men voted to join the walkout, did 
not please many of the organization's 
general chairmen, who passed on to 
thgir chief the persistent demands of 
the rank and file for concerted action. 


Strikers Storm Saginaw Shops. 

Saginaw--The most serious out- 
break in the rail striké occurred in 
Saginaw last week when a mob of 
4,000 surrounded the Pere Marquette 
round house, and demanded admit- 
tance. 

Strikebreakers, it is reported, were 
brought into the city earlier in the 
week and the report that thcy were 
repairing engines in the local round- 
house brought on a demonstration. 
Two men were Injured in the melee, 
one seriously. 

The mob, after threatening, obtain- 
ed permission from the city police 
and guards to enter the roundhouse. 
Strikebreakers at work there were 
seized and marched down the street 
to union headquarters, where strikers 
were reported to be planning to send 
them away as soon as possible. The 
union was to provide their railway 
fares, the report said, 


State Troops to Maintain Order. 

Lansing—Order must be maintained 
and no violence will be tolerated in 
communities affected by the railroad 


shopmen’s strike or other labor 
trouble, Governor Groesbeck said 
when he directed Major Robert 


Marsh, deputy commissioner of the 
state safety department, to provide 
as many state troopers as may be 
necessary to prevent riots or other 
disorders at Saginaw. 


SEEK TO CURB STANDARD OIL 


Federal Trade Commission Charges 
Unfair Practices. 


Washington—Urging congress to en- 
act new legislation to destroy an alieg- 
ed Standard Ofl monopoly in the gaso- 
line trade, the federal trade commis- 
sion charged the corporation was 
“perpetuating the very monopolistic 
control which the United States su- 
preme court sought to terminate.” 

The commission, in a sensational 
report to congress, declared fretailers 


in the Rocky Mountain regions were | 


making from five to 10 cents a gallon 
clear profit on gasoline This condi- 
tion, the commission charged, was due 
to the fact that the oil trade is prac- 
tically monopolized by Standard Oil 
interests. _ 

Conditions in other sections of the 
country were the same as in the Rocky 
Mountain region, the commission said. 


HAGUE PARLEY IS NEARING END 


Russla’s Refusal to Restore Foreign 
Property Splits Conference. 


The Hague—The non-Russian sub- 
commission on private property, of 
the conference on Russian affairs, 
unanimously adopted a_ resolution 
last week declaring that in the light 
of the views expressed by the Rus- 
sians concerning the restitution of 
foreigners’ property in Russia it would 
“gerye no useful purpose to continue 
the meetings with the Russian com- 
mission.” : ‘ , 

This resolution was regarded as the 
first of the formal steps for the con- 
clusion of the conference. 


Chicago Police Use Radios. 

Chicago—Experiments in the use 
of radio for the transmission of police 
messages have proved successful, 
George EB. Carlson, city commissioner 
of electricity, said in requesting an 
appropriation of $68,000 for radic 
equipment and personnel, If the ap 
propriation is granted, autos used by 
the detective bureau will be equipped 
with both sending and teceiving sets. 
He sald he is also experimenting with

Grid Added to Fleming Valve by 
Dr. Lee DeForest Was a 
Big Improvement. 


Any device which will pass electrici- 

. ty in one direction and will wholly or 
partially obstruct the flow In the op- 

‘ posite direction is termed a reetifier, 
,because when connected in the path 
of an alternating current it will sup- 

press one-half of each cyele and there- 

fore the circuit will be traversed by 

pulsating . direct current. <A_ rectifier 

also iS said to, possess unidirectional 

conductivity, meaning, of course, that 

it will conduct electricity in one di- 


rection only. Its ability to rectify cur- 
rents of extremely high frequency de- 
termines its application in radio. 

Due fo its ability to rectify high fre- 
quency alternating currents the two- 
element (filament and plate) vacuum 
tube cnn be used in a radio rectiver as 
a detector.

local currents. The three-electrode 
vacuum tube of Delorest fs the tube 
_ used ‘so extensively today. 

The third element which is called a 
grid and from which the three-elec- 
trode vacuum tube. derives fts name 
was placed by DeForest between the 


. filunient ‘and the plate in the path of 


the electrons. The grid is a perfor- 
ated plate or mesh of fine wire through 
the openings of which the electrons 
/must pass in their journey from the 
filament to the plate. 
Fig. VIL is o dingrammatical sketch 
‘ of.the circuits of a three-electrode 
vacuum tube and is identically the 
same as the sketch in Fig. IIT for a

dition of the grid. circuit I-J-K-L. The 
battery in the grid circuit is called 
the “C” battery, 
. As a start let us suppose that “C” 
battery voltage ts zero. Th opera- 
tion of the éhree-electrode tube would 
then be exactly like that of a two-elec- 
trode tube, just as though there were 
no ‘grid. 
when the filament C-D is brought to 
Ineandescence by the “A”, battery a 
stendy stream of electrons will be giv- 
en off, which will be drawn over to 
the plate E, Plate @ is matntained 
at a positive potential with respect 
to the filament ‘by the “B” battery. 

Now if the grid is made_ positive 
with respect to the filament, it 1s pos- 
sible to accelerate the fow of the elee- 
tron stream from the filament to the 
plate; if the grid ts made negntive 
with respect to the filament, the flow 
of the electron stream from the fita- 
ment to the plate will be retarded. 
Or in other words, by making the grid 
positive or negative with respect to 
the filament, it is possible to increase 
or counteract the space charge. The 
third electrode or grid thus offers a 
means of controlling the current in the 


plate circuit without changing the 
plate potential or tém@ filament. temper- 
ature. ‘ 

The characteristic curve of a three 
electrode vacuum tube is shown in 
Fig, VUI. This diagram shows the 
relation of grid potential to pinate 
current, assuming that the lament 
temperature and plate voltage remain 
constant. 

It can be seen from the curve that 
by applying o negative potential of 
value E to the grid, the plate cur- 
rent can be reduced to zero. The neg- 
ative charge on the grid will have the 
effect of a negative potential & with 
respect to the filament, making the 
negative charge so strong trouhd the 
filament that the electrons cannot 
leave it.

FRESH FISH'S 
I* THE parts of the country where 

fish may be caught, cooked and 
eaten the same day, there is no more 
appetizing and heatthful food. Fish 
should be cleuned and placed on ice, 
never leaving It until put into the oven 
or brofier; then the flavor will be good 
and the dish appetizing. ; 

Pike, bass, pickerel and pereh all 
abound fn the fresh waters. There are 
any number of ways of serving ‘them. 
Stuffed and baked, the pike and pick- 
erel are excellent, The perch are 
usually fried until crisp and brown. 
They should be rolled in seasoned 
flour before cooking, 

A meaty fish is very good boiled in 
acidulated water and served with 
cooked spinach and this sauce: 

; Creole Sauce. 

Sift one can of tomatoes (n pint), 
stason well with otie tedispoonful of 
sult, a dash of cayenne. Add one cup- 
ful of fresh mushrooms that have been 
cooked in butter for five minutes, To 
the butter left in the pan add two 
tablespoonfuls’ of flour; stir until 
smooth, Add to the sauce and cook 
all together until thick. Add two tea- 
spoonfuls of onion juice, one green 
pepper, finely chopped, and pour the 
whole over the boiled fish. 

Beef and Beans. 

Put through.the meat chopper one 
pound of lean beef, season with salt, 
pepper and a teaspoonful of onion 
juice, Mix with one stiffly beaten egg 
and form into six rolls. Let steam for 
80 -minutes. Meantime have three 
cupfuls of baked beans, sifted through 
a colander and mixed, with three 
onions first boiled then chopped .and 
eooked in hot fat in a pan until light- 
ly browned. Mike a mound of this 
mixture in the center of a platter, ar- 
range beef rolls around it alternately 
with bunches of cress. Serve with a 
tomato sauce,
